Christian  people  who  j ray  for  what  they 
want  are  more  likely  to  doubt  the  efficacy 
of  prayer  than  those  wllo  pray  for  what 
they  really  need. 

If  all  public  franrtionariei  cultivated 
their  manners  as  assiduously  as  they  often 
do  their  own  comfort  their  wuuQl  probably 
he  less  complaint  from  a long  suffering 

public. 

Kverv  -Christian  ought  always  to  have  n 
song  in  his  heart  even  though  he  may  have 
no  music  in  his  throat  and  lips.  He  can  let 
it  ring  out  in  his  smiles  and  kind  words 
and  deeda. 

The  claim  that  “cooki  .g  is  responsible 
for  much  of  the  spread  i.f  consumption’' 
is  scarcely  feasible,  as  consumption  wastes 
the  human  substance  and  good  cooking  is 

known  to  supply  it.  I'erjhap*  it  is  meant 
that  “good  cooking  is  responsible  for  so 
much  consumption”  of  foil.  That  is  true 
“all  right.” 

Professor  Frederick  Stlrr,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  declare!  that  ‘‘poetrv  s 
a relic  of  barbarism.”

righteousness.  Hence  though  he  loves  the 
soul  of  the  offender  and  would  have  nil 
proper  and  helpful  merry  extended  he  val- 
ues  the  prevalence  of  order  and  justice  as 
supremely  best. 

'Hie  claim  that  the  true  Christian  religion 
appeals  more  to  the  feminine  in  the  human 
race  than  to  the  masculine  lacks  both  prac- 
tienl  and  historical  proof.  From  boil,  these 
standpoints  the  feminine  mind  stand*  eon- 
ticted  of  being  more  susceptible  to  vaga- 
rioiih  sunerstititioM,  nt  least,  on  this  eonti- 
nent,.

3.  Never  receive  a preseher  "under  the 
watch-can*  of  the  church. ” nor1  "upon  a 
forth-condng  letter.”  That  may  sometime* 
he  best  in  ease  of  private  members,  but  it 
is  never  wise  in  receiving  preachers. 

4.  Never  in  any  way  sanction  the  preach- 
iug  of  a man  who  has  tales  of  dishonest  v, 
immorality,  serious  indiscretion,  or  such 
like,  floating  around  after  him.  In  pursuing 
this  course  don’t  be  afraid  * that  you  will 
" wrong  a preacher. ” The  cause  of  Christ 
is  worth  more  than  all  the  preachers  in  it. 
and  no  man  is  worthy  of  reeoi'ifition  who 
leaves  a community  with  a tarnished  record. 
We  all  do  wrong,  hut  if  we  claim  to  he 
preachers,  and  do  such  things  as  cause  se- 
rious censure,  we  should  never  leave  that 
community  until  we  can  clear  our  record 
and  regain  the  respect  and  general  eonfi 
deneo  of  the  pimple. 

5.  Let  no  eluireh  open  its  church  house 
doors  to  any  man  whose  record  is  subject 
to  just  reproach,  nor  to  any  one  of  whom  it 
knows  nothing.  Better  let  a few  sermons 
rot  than  to  bring  reproach  on  the  cause  of 
our  Lord.  I once  knew  of  a man  who 
went  into  a community  and  carried  creden- 
tial* and  recommendations  and  was.  then- 
fore.  accepted  by  some  of  onr  lending 
preachers  and  assisted  them  in  meetings, 
nnd  it  turned  out  that  he  k**  an  escaped 
convict  from  the  penitentiary.  lie  was  s 
horse  thief  and  s bigamist.  The  churches 
can  protect  thennielves  if  they  will  follow 
these  suggestions.  [ 1

Canada’s  new  law  against  Sunday  news- 
papers seems  to  he  stirring  up  quite  an 
amount  of  bad  feeling  and  protest,  on  the 
part  of  Sunday  newspaper  owners,  espe- 
cially large  New  York  publishers.  Thou- 
sands of  copies  have  been  held  up  on  the 
border  lines  of  Canada.  The  law  rends: 
“Ft  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
brine  into  Cannda  for  sale  or  distribution 
or  to  sell  or  distribute  within  Canada  on 
the  Lord’s  day  any  foreign  newspapers  or 
publication  classified  as  a newspaper.” 

There  is  always  opposition  to  law.  Tf 
there  were  not  there  would  he  no  occasion 
or  even  justification  for  law.  The  truth  is, 
the  law  is  right,  and  some  other  countries 
would  do  well  to  follow  Canada's  initiative.

Our  Young  Preachers. 

There  have  been  62  of  them  in  the  Col- 
lege this  session.  The  collections  for  Min- 
isterial Education  have  been  unusunlly  small 
though  the  number  of  students  has  been 
greater  and  the  expenae  of  living  greater 
than  ever  before.

I bis  book  has  just  uppoared  mid  a*  usual 
contains  aoiue  valuable  information  for 
Baptists,  The  total  number  <rt  baptisms  111 
the  Tinted  .States  was  266,4.33,  while  the 
total  inereaac  waa  203,737.  Among  the 
white  Baptist*  of  the  fourteen  Southern 
Stales  the  total  number  of  baptisms  uas 
115,496  as  against  108,t»H7  of  Inst  year,  an 
increase  of  (i.stri  -I  In-  im-rea*)-  of  men 
ship  waa  86,172.  The  |>roportion  of  t,liis 
increase  may  be  seen  in  comparison  with 
that  of  Southern  Methodists  which  was  only 
36,365  while  that  of  Southern  Presbyterian* 
was  6,713,  the  Ibseiples  in  the  whole  i .-untry 
increased  but  29.464,  while  the  l.oast.d  in- 
crease of  the  Roman  Catholics  111  the  United 
State*  was  114.434.  If  these  latter  pn-reas 
ed  proportionately  fas  Southern  Baptists 
their  increase  would  have  Ins**!  five  times 
ns  great  or  about  six  hundred  thousand 
The  baptisms  in  MissiNHippi  were  8.147  a* 
against  7.269  of  last  year,  an  increase  of 
878.  The  total  increase'  was  6.623.  The 
memherahip  i*  mAv  11s,(ri7.  The  pro|»..- 
tionate  increase  is  5 1-2  per  cent  while  the 
proportionate  baptisms  is  more  than  7 |n-r 
cent.

Hr  John  Rhys  of  Oxford.  Vice  C hancellor 
Roberts  of  Cambridge,  Sir  Robert  (Tra»st,*“> 
ex  lord  Provost  of  Edinburg;  W.  T.  Stead, 
and  several  others.  Baron  d’Estournellea 
received  a great  welcome,  as  one  of  the 
„„.rt  gifted  and  successful  of  the  peace- 
makers of  the  world.  He  allowed  himself  a 
man  of  truly  international  spirit,  and. 
thougH  speaking  English  with  only  moder- 
., i , . case  ho  was  a great  favorite  in  ht 
Congress.  Especially  did  he  delight  the 
se  in  I*  d children  at  the  great  young  people  a 
meeting,  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  which  it  uas 
most  interesting  to  see  how  responsive  the 
b„ys  in  particular  were  to  appeals  in  be- 
half of  a higher  order  of  patriotism  than 
has  usually  been  taught  in  the  schools.  Mi. 
Stead,  whose  services  to  the  p'  ait  • aus 
have  been  very  great,  though  of  a unique 
tvpc  was  listened  to  with  great  pleasure 
wherever  and  whenever  lie  spoke,  in  uilvo- 
lH  v of  the  special  methods  of  prompting 
peace  which  he  is  urgin^iu'tionid  appro- 
priations for  peace  propaganda,  ohhgatorj 
investigation  of  matters  of  dispute  before 
n-sort  to  force,  and  a great  peace  pilgrimage 

through  the  various  national  capitals. 

The  opening  meeting  on  Monday*  a * 
noon  was  a memorable  occasion.  Mr.  l ar- 
m-.-ie  presided-  and  opened  the  speaking 
with  the  reiteration  of  his  well-known  views 
about  the  abolition  of  war  The  delegates 
wee  welcomed  by  Mayor  McClellan.  Gov- 
ernof^ Hughes  welcomed  us  in  the  name  o 
the  suite  I.f  New  York,  and  placed  himself 
record,  in  a frank,  unequivocal  way  as 
ii  sincere  and  pronounced  believer  in  tin 
international  ideals  and  policies  advocated 
|,v  tli.-  workers  for  world  peace.  See  re  tar) 
Roofs  speeeh.  from  the  point  of  view  ot 
the  government,  was  also  an  admirable  one 
mol  greatly  impressed  the  audience,  thoug  i 
hi  the  earii.tr  part  of  it  he  made  more  con- 
n-ssions  to  things  as  they  are  than  advauced 
pence  workers  think  it  is  wise  or  in  any 
way  necessary  to  make.  But  in  the  att 
part,  in  wtoeli  he  dealt  with  the  moral  su  e 
of  the  question  and  the  future  of  the  pro  - 
he  could  not  well  have  done  better, 
and  he  made  us  all  feel  that  «ng  aa  ho 
is  „t  the  head  of  it  our  State  Department 
will  stand  firmly  for  international  justice, 
fairness  and  a general  policy  of  peace.

Governor  Hughes  said 
that  statesmen  and  soldiers  alike  condemn 
war,  and  that  against  itk  monstrous  cruel 
ties  and  wastefulness  i-otnnierce  and  senti- 
ment are  alike  allied.  }m|*.  Straus  said  that 
he  knew  of  only  one]  trade  that  always 
follows  the  flag,  the  irade  of  the  grave- 
digger. Earl  Grey,  GoVernor-General  of 
( anada,  declared  that  nations  should  never 
draw  the  sword  until  a [Round-Table  con- 
ference had  been  held.  . Ambassador  Bryce 
expressed  the  hope  that  ' he  coining  Hague 
Conference  would  deal  neriously  with  the 
problem  of  overgrown  armaments.  Mr. 
Bryan,  among  other  sp  ondid  utterances, 
declared  that  war  is  not  i necessity,  but  an 
evil  that  man  in  his  [imperfection  has 
brought  into  the  world,  and  is  no  part  of 
the  divine  plan.  Mr.  Gosper*  declared  that 
workingmen  should  no  longer  ullow . them- 
selves to  be  murdered  and  mowed  down  to 
conquer  the  markets  of  barbarians. 

Mr.  Carnegie  was  in  jiis  happiest  mood 
during  the  entire  Congrqas.  Two  surprises 
came  to  him,  the  first  toe  presentation  to 
him  of  a fine  white-bordered  flag  by  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  ns 
a tribute  to  his  great  services  in  the  cause 
of  peace.  The  other  whs  tho  conferring 
upon  him,  for  the  same  reason,  by  the 
French  Government,  throjigh  Baron  d’  Ks- 
tournellea,  of  the  Cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  just!  what  the  National 
Peace  Congress  has  aerjnmplislicd.  It  is 
otdy  one  step  in  a great  movement.  But  it 
has  revealed,  ns  no  oilier  dvent  has  revealed, 
the  deep  and  growing  power  of  the  prin- 
ciples and  ideals  of  ponclr  over  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  not  only  th<|  American  people, 
hut  of  all  the  peo)dm$  of  tjh6  world. ; It  was, 
taken  all  in  all,  the  gr**a1<fst  peace  gathering 
of  a popular  character  over  held.  Its  in- 
fluence in  fortifying  and  promoting  the 
movement  in  all  lands  cannot  but  be  great, 
wide-reaching,  and  lasting.  Being  called 
especially  to  bring  American  publie  senti- 
ment to  bear  at  the  forthcoming  Hague 
Conferenee,  it  confined  itself  pretty  closely, 
in  the  resolutions  adopted,  to  declaring  it- 
self in  favor  of  what  may  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected of  the  Conference,  or  what  at  least 
ought,  in  the  present  advanced  condition 
of  international  affairs-  tlo  be  accomplished 
by  it 
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work  within  the  bounds  of  our  own  State. 
It  has  its  merits  and  its  dements,  either  of 
which  may  be  easily  magnified  according  to 
the  view-point  of  the  observer.

I want  yon,  one  and 
all-  to  enter  this  campaign  in  behalf  of 
State  Missions  with*  the  -avowed  purpose  of 
honoring  Christ  and  his  cause  with  a de- 
termined effort  tbnt  we  go  not  to  Ila/.lehurst 
with  debt  on  our  State  Mission  work.  To 
do  this  we  shall  need  full  Fifteen  Thousand 
Dollars.  I how  before  our  Hod  with  these 
figures  in  my  mind  and  ask  that  his  power 
he  matiifest  in  all  the  land,  and  that  we  all 
“come  up  to  the  help  of  the  laird,  to  the 
help  of  the  laird  against  the  mighty.”

, There  has  never  been  Riteh  an  advance  in 
the  Smith  in  missions  ns  mnrks  the  work 
of  the  church  in  the  year  just  closed.  From 
every  part  of  the  Convention  territory 
comes  the  same  glad  story 'of  upward  move- 
ment jn  the  cause  which  must  ever  he  near 
the  hearts  of  the  redeemed.
